Really exceptional gains in business 
were recorded by many of the whole- 
sale firms during 1916, One of the 
largest of these ncerns registered an 
increase of 31 per cent, during the last 
twelve r hs over the business of 
1915. Not all the local houses reach- 
ed this record, it is true, but all report 
a volume of business which made sub- 
stantial advances Another feature 
which was noticeable was the better 
showing made in the city trade in the 
most important lines. Naturally, the 
eountry districts have turned in a 
steadily increasing stream of business 
since the big crop of 1915, but only 
within the last few months has the city

The range of classification and its 


complexity may be understood when a 
great manufacturing and wholesale 
concern like the Swift Canadian Com- 
pany, doing millions’ worth of business 
annually, groups with the little candy 
shop whose proprietor is  manufac- 
turer, office force and salesman, in one 
Bach, however, is essential and desir- 
able in a particular sphere of busi- 
hess, and it is this range and extent 
that makes the supply organization of 
Edmonton more and more a recog- 
nized leader with the retail fraternity. 
Nor does the range stop with the 
stocks, for in the matter of buildings 
and business quarters the entire scale 
is run. from a six-storey modern brick 
structure covering half a block, like 
Revillon Wholesale, Ltd., to the little 
offices and warehouses which have 
been remodelled from old frame resi- 
dences in the wholesale district. 


The difficulty in is 
most pronounced in such lines as lum- 
ber and coal, The majority of city 
dealers in these two lines carry on a 
considerable wholesale trade with out- 
of-town points, though many have a 
retail business in the city as well Tn 


this connection it is well to point out 
that numerous local firms of a like 
nature have travelling salesmen on the 
road, and yet have no wholesale rating 
by reason of their retail trade in the 
city. 

There is another side of the whole- 
sule proposition, however, regarding 
which there is not a vestige of uncer- 
tainty, and it is this side that most eo 
cerns the consuming public. This is 
the barometer-like character of the 
Industry in its relationship to the cost 
of living—a cost that has not only 
gone up at a dizzy rate, but is. still 
soaring and will continue to soar for 
an indefinite period, according to the 
conditions of supply in practically all 
the staple lines. The wholesale men 
tire nothing short of alarmed at’ the 
manner in which commodities are be- 
coming steadily dearer, and in every 
line of business the products show a 
decided tendency toward increases. 
A forecast of the wholesale market is 
a story of higher prices to come— 
wherfrom the salaried man with a

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Sir Thomas White is appealing 
to the publie to put their savings 
into war bonds. To make that 
possible Government. certificates

The 
hope is that a large part 
of the money now lying in the 
banks will be turned over to the 
Government in return for these 
certificates and also that people 
will in future save with a 
view to making similar use 
of their surplus earnings. 


The possibilities of sueh a 
scheme are large. The security 
js as good as the country. ~The 
interest rate is unusually high for 
Dominion bonds. The more money 
is put into the certificates — the 
easier it will be to finance the war 
and the less of the country’s bor- 
yowings will have to be paid 
abroad. Patriotism and _ self-in- 
terest join to recommend the war 
certificates to the public, and it is 
to be expected the response will 
be in keeping with the purpose in 
view and the inducements offered 
so far as the circumstances of our 
people admit. Canadians have 
not been found wanting in wilk 
ingness to help any way they ean 
to win the war, and they are as- 
suredly not indifferent to the at- 
tractions of high interest with 
good security. Sir Thomas’ ap- 
peal to them to help the country 
by helping themselves is not like- 
ly to fall on deaf ears. 

The correspondence has been 
published which took place — be- 
tween Sir Robert Borden and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier a year ago last 
fall regarding the proposal to ex- 
tend the life of Parliament. It is 
of value at this time as indicating 
the view points of the two leaders 
on a question that is bound to 
come up for consideration again at 
arliament which 
Thursday. Sir Robert 
insisted upon an extension until 
some date after the close of the 
war, pleading the grave respousi- 
bilities which the war imposed 
upon the Government. Sir Wil- 
frid held that while the carrying 
on of the war was the primary 
duty of the Government — there 
were other public matters which 
could not be avoided and whieh 
Parliament ought not to be asked 
to surrender its freedom to deal 
with. He agreed to relieve the 
Government so far as possible of 
other-than-war responsibilties by 
extending the parliamentary term 
fora year, leaving the question of 
a further extension until it should 
come up by the passing of time. 
Events have justified his refusal 
to the abandonment of the ordin- 
ary functions of Parliame nt. The 
purchase of Senator orget’s rail- 
way lines in Quebee, and the re 
cently announced purchase of the 
International railway in New 
Brunswick, show that the Govern 
ment have not been devoting their 
energies and the public money 
singly to the question of carrying 
on the war. And had the Gov 
ernment been freed fram the pos- 
sibility of sharp eriticism in Par- 
liament, and perhaps even of hay 
ing to answer to the electors at an 
early date, it is to be supposed

This gives the present 
convention and its proceedings an 
interest reaching far beyond the 
ranks of organized labor, and an 
interest peculiarly sympathetic. 
What to do about the taxation 
of these splendid stretches of un- 
occupied territory which lie with- 
in the city boundaries but far re- 
mote from settlement is a ques- 
tion that is engaging the attention 
of the city council. It must be 
apparent that something has to be 
done. <A great deal of this land 
has no present earning value, and 
no value in reasonable prospect 
except as farming Jand. Yet 
against it there has accumulated a 
vast amount of arrears of taxes, 
and it is at present Deing taxed on 
the suppositious value fixed dur- 
ing the speculative delirium, ~The 
owners will not, or cannot, pay up 


the arrears and also carry the pro- 
perty at its present taxed rate; 
and it is not likely that other 


parties are anxious to gamble on 
it on that basis. There would 
seem to be three alternatives. 
One is for the.city to take the 
land, keep on charging up the ridi- 
culous taxes against it and hope 
to earry it until it could be dis- 
posed of for the amount of the 
debt. The second alternative is 
to reduce the assessment, and 
thereby the taxes, on this sort of 
land enough to tempt the owners 
to pay up the arrears and to carry 
it at the lower tax cost for the 
future. The disadvantage of that 
is that the taxes taken off this out- 
lying property would have to be 
added on to the levy on other pro- 
perty; and at the same time the 
city would not be relieved of the 
liability to equip this outlying ter- 
ritory with street improvements, 
water, light, telephone and street 
railway services. We extended 
the city boundaries for the purpose 
of enlarging the taxable area, 
Experience has somewhat — stril- 
ingL~ shown that we also enlarged 
the demands to be made upon the 
cig for expenditure which would 
make these annexed areas habit- 
able. We have already put some 
millions into street improvements 
and service extensions where there 


was ueither population nor 
business to warrant, and so 
long as there are great 
areas of — unoccupied land 


inside the city we will be perpetu- 
ally unde: demand to make fur- 
ther improvements and extensions 
under the like condition, To re- 
duce the taxation of such land 
would not remove the demand for 
outlay, but would rather tend to 
continue it, by inducing — the 
owners to keep the land and to 
continue in the roll of city tax- 
payers. The third alternative is 
to reduce the area of the eity by 
excluding a great part of such land 
as is not occupied or likely to be 
for an indefinite time. That 
would, of course, eut off any 
future taxes from such areas, but 
these are not likely to be large 
enough to worry about, and it 
would also cut off any demand for 
future outlay in extending the 
publie utilities and making street 
improvements in these districts, 
As matters stand, such reduction 
could, and in any event should, be 


brought about by negotiation 
rather than by summary action of 


the Legislature on request of the 
city. It is likely that the owners 
of a good part of this land would 
pay up the arrears on condition
